Fxchange Discusy the New
Bond Proposition,

There was a full attondance of moeribors of
the Live Stock Exchange yesterday after-
noon.  The principal subject afscussed was
the proposed new bond nsked for by the
Stock Yards company from the commission
merchants.

Some time ago Manager Babeock of the
Stock Yards cowmpany requested that the
commizslon men give hiscompuny & guaranty
bond through tho Idelity company of Noew
York, At nealled wmecting of the exchunge
the commission men tatly refused to do  so.
Sineo that tiwe Mr. Babeock has compiled
another bond and this is the one that wis
discussed yesterday, It ls stmilue to the old
bond, that is the one now in vogue, with'the
exception of oueclauso and that Is the clause
that was vigorously opposed. 1t reads:

“IL shndl be competent for the Thiion Stock
Yords company (Hmited) of Omalia, upon
thirty days notice in writing 1o said
todiscontinue all ndvances by it for freighy,
feed, yard and other chavges under this
bond and require another bond therefor for
like stum and with ke conditions amdl with
sureties sntisfactory to sauld company beforo
resutning said advances,

The bond is for 810000, 11 S, Pavkhurst
president of the exchang 2, called for the

rending of tha oplnlon of the
exchanee's  attorney o rogard o the
bond mutter.  The opinion in substance
was  that the present bond  given by

the commission men was legally good s0 long
4% the suretles woere Hiving  and solvodt, 1o
cnses whore thin was not the ense it wis the
duty of the Stock: Yards conipany to notify
such commigsion men and show cause why o
new bond should be gliven,

Mr, Parkthurst stated that the new bond,
80 far as he was  concerned, was all rvight,
bareing thut clause us printed above. He
eemsiderad such o proposition unfaie; that it
would pluco the commission en ot the
mercy of the Stock Yands compuny and at
the slightest provocation 6 moan could bo
shut out from doing business at the yards,
My, Parkhurst seomed to speak for a malor-
ity, os he stated that the majority of the
commission men would not subseribe to such
u bond, and there wag no one prosent who
would giluany him,  Another thing thie pres-
wlent sugeested  was  that the commission
won would be willing to settie with the
Stoek Yards company dally, That each
morning they would leave 4 slgnod check
with Mr, Baveock and allow him to il in
the wnount of thelr  frelght and  yoard
chavges. This, he  suld,  wus done ut
other stock yords and he belloved it was
o ood plog, The bond question rested herc
ond the majority of the comnission wen will
refuse to furnish any diferent bond from the
oo they now have on e, unless o different
one is submitted for the one contiaming the
“thirty day potice’ cliuse.

The committes that was appolntod 1o se-
cure lower rents dn the Exchange bullding
asked for further time, Muoager Buabeock
hus written to Chicago aud othor polnts for
comparative prices and will give the com-
mivtee another audience in o faw duys. A
fow slight chunges woere madoe ju the rules
and the weeting adjourncd

Inregand to the commission men paying
thelr freightage and yarduge bills duily, Mr.
Babeock snld he would be porfectly willing
that they sshould do that, but that in uny
eveut the men would houve togive a bond.
That there were mattors that could not be
wdjusted dally or estimated.  Any comimis-
sl man, for they all hud carw blanche o
order soy pen opeied and  stock deiven out,
wis lisble to mokew mistuke, 1t wias nn enny
mutter to mix the stook, turn out the
wrong anlmals and 1 many ways lay the
compoany Hable to heavy loascs.
